5„ Each subordinate office has the following personnels two German staff 
correspondents, with a monthly salary of RM 1500, ration card Noo 2, 
extra supplies of food and cigarettes, and a sedan apiece; two 
German women secretaries, with a monthly salary of RM 450; and a 
number of German free-lance correspondents.

The German correspondents are all provided with an extensive set of 
ossaes, identity and membership cards.
